This past February, over 400 attendees came together for Geekend, Savannah’s two-day annual tech and
innovation conference presented by The Creative Coast and sponsored by the City of Savannah. A high-
light of this years’ Geekend program was Pitch Circus, a Shark Tank-style event featuring the brightest
entrepreneurs from the most fundable technology startups in the region. In a five-minute pitch of Green
Badger’s capabilities and trajectory for success, Linstroth wowed the judges and took home the grand
prize of $5,500 in cash and in-kind services. Ultimately, the prize supplemented Green Badger’s ongo-
ing efforts and operations.

Linstroth and the Green Badger team remain active in Savannah’s growing tech entrepreneur communi-
ty. Green Badger serves as an Advanced Technology Development Center (ATDC) Signature Company
and participates with The Creative Coast’s Bull Street Labs.
